Henry Harris, the Colered Veedoo Doctor, 
Convicted of Manslaughter. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., August 15.—Intelligence 
from Desha County is to the effect that tre- 
mendous excitement exists in the negro com- 
munity bordering along the river, owing to 
the conviction of Dr. Henry Harris on the 
charge of having murdered James Venters. 


Harris is colored, and cures patients 
through the arts of vyoodooism. He is 
regarded by the majority of the ne- 


oes with superstitious awe. He envelopes 
imseifin mystery. No one knows the secrets 
of his medicines, which must be taken by pa- 
tients with absolute faith in their efficacy. 
Venters fell ni aud was attended by Harris. 
Growing worse, a local physician was sum- 
moned, who pronounced him suffering from 
poison. When Venters died, Harris was ar- 
rested and placed in jail. The arrest caused a 
sensation among both white and®lack. Har- 
ris’ enemies — 4 say that he has kilied 
many persons with bis diabolical arts, citing 
in proof of the assertion that several have 
lately died under his professional charge. 
His friends point to the cases of various white 
people who have been cured of what were at 
one time believed to be fatal maladies, by 
simply using certain charms which he fur- 
nished them. His trial resulted in a convic- 
tion of mansiaughter, and he was, on Satur- 
day, sentenced to aterm inthe State prison. 
It ſa s here this evening that there ts a 
proba yot Harris being taken from jail 
and hanged, the friends of Venters being dis- 
satisfied with the sentence.

Relief-Giving Carts Welcomed by 
Throngs of Happy People. 


The Fisrt Day’s Work ot the City’s -Sprink- 
ling Wagons—Dust Laid on Streets That 
Never Were Visited by Sprinklers Before 
Horses and Tanks Decorated With Flags 
and Greeted With Joy by Suffering Citi- 
zens—The Triumphant Conclusion of the 


Beenes in the Unsprinkled Districts—How 
the Work Was Done—Mr. Fielding Mans- 
field’s Opinion. 


The patter of the rain yesterday afternoon 
on the burning streets and on the baked soil 
and parched vegetation ofthe country was a 
sweet sound. It was a symphony in falling 
water that charmed the ears of suffering hu- 
manity and made the drooping flowers, the 
withered leaves and the thirsty grass lift up 
blade and head with grateful yearning for the 
cool refreshment of nature. 

But the memories of its brief sweetness were 
wiped out this morning by sounds that were 
to city people as an Xolian harp to a Chinese 
tom-tom in comparison to the shower. They 
were the swish and patter of the sprinklers 
and the rattle of the carts where sprinklers and 
sprinkling-carts had never been before. It 
was not so much the single unaccustomed 
visit of the carts that made the people 
so happy, but that it was the first of a series 
of daily visits that will not cease until Novem- 
ber 15. It was the fact that the long-promised 
and hard-fought-for relief from the dust 
nuisance had come at last. 

Only those who have lived in an atmosphere 
of blinding dust, have breathed it unceas- 
ingly, have had their eyes blinded, their 
noses filled and their throats parched through 
a long, hot summer can appreciate the relief 
which the sprinkling-cart brought. One 
sprinkling was not sufficient to kill the nuisance 
where it has flourished without let or hindrance 
for months, but it scotched it and gave promise 
of an early demise.

brought up also on the score of a lack of water, 
supply. Delay after delay happened until it 
seemed as ifthe measure was to be nullified 
despite the action of the Legislature and the 
Executive. The Post-DIsPpaTCcH again obtained 
expressions from the citizens demand- 
ing that the bill be put into imme- 
diate operation, and severely criticizing 
those officials who were obstructing it. Finally 
thesum of $80,000 was appropriated for the 
purpose, bids were called for, secured and 
approved for thirty-eight districts, and street- 
sprinkling was the assured fact which it proved 
to be to-day. 

FOR ES OF SPRINKLING 
the city is divided into forty-two districts. 
As has already been stated, contracts for 
sprinkling thirty-eight of these districts have 
been let and approved by the Council, so that 
the territory covered by the sprinkling carts 
this morning embraces all the thickiy settled 
portions of the city. The districts in which 
the contracts have not been approved are out- 
lying portions of the o on the northern, 
northwestern, southern and southwestern 
portions of the city. That they were not 
sprinkled this morning is due to the fact that 
the Minicipal Assembly adjourned before 
the contracts were drawn up, and hence 
they could not be approved at once. Three

was necessarily inthe nature of an experi- 
ment. The sprinkling is under control of the 
Street Commissioners, whose business it is to 
see that the contracts are carried out- to the 
letter, but there could scarcely fall to be more 
or less delay on the first morning because 
ofthe lack of knowledge on the part of con- 
tractors and drivers of the exact needs of the 
districts. These needs and the facilities for 
sprinkling must be learned in large measure 


by actual trial. The carts were in the 
field and started on their journeys 
all right. In every district where the con- 


tracts were approved they were welcome 
sights to the citizens, but while the starts were 
made early in the morning there were delays 
in some instances and business men often left 
home before the carts had laid the dust in front 
of their houses. Complaints on this score are 
expected at the department for some time un- 
til the work can be systematized and regu- 
lated properly. Nota single contracter had 
reported up to this morning that he was not 
ready to begin, and hencethe presumption was 
that every contractor was at work. » But there 
are several things to be determined by experi- 
ence. Thecontractors know the distance and 
the streets they have to cover, but they may 
miscalculate the number of carts required to 
do the work promptly and effectively. Each 
man is furnished with a plat of his district 
in blue with the streets to be sprinkied marked 
plainly in white, and in addition euch one has 
a schedule of the streets in his district, with 
number of feet to be sprinkled on each street, 
and the total number of feet expressed also in 
miles, so that there can be no mistake 
concerning the amount of work to be 
done dy the contractors. Another 
dificulty which caused trouble is the 
use of the fire plugs for securing the water. 
Under the old system the contractors had 
their plugs ail fixed for use, but the new 
contractors had to prepare for this. They 
were instructed to select the plugs they 
wanted to use and report-them to the de- 
partment, but several changes will undoubt- 
edly have to be made as the necessities of 
= districts are discovered by actual prac- 
oe. 

The department is hampered somewhat at 
present inthe inspection of the sprinkling, 
asthe Superintendent, H. G. Bahn, has only 
two assistants and a cierk, without any pro- 
vision for buggies to drive around. The total 
number of miles to be covered amount to 270, 
which gives 90 miles to each of the three men 
to be covered on foot. The Street Commis- 
sioner, however, intends to arrange for the 
co-operation of the street inspectors and the 
police, so that the slightest dereliction will be 
discovered and reported. Every failure to 
sprinkle any part of a district included in the 
contract will be deducted from the pay of the 
contractors. 

HAILED WITH DELIGHT. 

It was worth the trouble to follow some of 
the carts on their rounds this morning. In 
the northern and southern districts where 
sprinkling carts had been unknown the peo- 
ple termed out en masse to meet them. Some 
of the drivers in honor of the event had 
decorated their horses and carts with 
flags and bunting, and when they made their 
appearance men, women and children flocked 
around them and followed after them with 
showss of encouragement. In some neighbor- 
hoods where the dust had felt only rainwater 
there was talk of rting the carts with 
brass bands, but while the bands were not out 
the processions were, and the escorts were 
the happiest throngs of human beings that 
ever were seen on the streets of St. Louis. 
The small boys could hardly be kept out of 
the range of the flying drops of water, and 
many a boy went home with dripping clothes 
which were evidences of the uncertain 
nature of the i sprinklers. Even men 
who would on common occasions 
make theair lurid if a sprinkier let go within 
reaching distance, took unexpected duckings 
with smiling content. When the carts were 
driven.to the fire-plugs to fill up, great 
throngs of people crowded aroundto watch 
the operation and often blocked the sidewalk 
—— streets so that passage was almost impos- 
sible. 

Several complaints were made that certain 
streets were not sprinkled before the time 
specified, 8o’clock, and that they were not 
thoroughly sprinkled, but it was natural that 
this should be the case. Manyof the streets 
sprinkled for the first time were inspected 
by Post-DIsPaATCH reporters and were found 
to be well and thoroughly sprinkled. 
The contractors gave evidence of bonest ef- 
forts to do their work properly, and the result 
was entirely satisfactory. nsome streets, 
which have not been sprinkied at all, 
of course the dust was not de- 
stroyed by one sprinkling, but it was 
laid and the improvement in the street was 
immense. That the people appreciated the 
value of the work done was manifest not only 
in their countenances, but in hundreds of vol- 
untary expressions of gratification. Neigh- 
bors and friends congratulated each other 
and the first topic after the meeting was the 
topic of the day, the sprinkling boom. 

MR. FIELDING MANSFIELD, 

to whose efforts more than to any other indi- 
vidual the success of the movement is due, 
took a spin around some of the southern dis- 
tricts just to see how the work was being 
done. He was met afterwards by a Post- DIS 
PATCH reporter, and- was ask how he was 
pleased with the result. His verdict was un- 
qualifiedly favorable:

There was no trouble 
whatever aboutit, andthere is every pros- 
pect that the sprinkling will be running to the 
entire satisfaction of every one in a day or 
two. Some time must be givento get every- 
thing in running order.

Not as thoroughly as it should be, but this is 
the best that can be done now.

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Is IT A CANARD? 


ALLEGED SINKING OF AN AMERICAN. 
SCHOONER BY A CANADIAN CRUISER. 


The Startling Report Brought From Buc- 
touche, New Brunswick—An American 
Fishing Vessel Fired Upon by a Canadian 
Cruiser—All on Board Supposed to Be 
Lost—The Report Discredited by the 
Dominion Atthorities—No Report Re- 
ceived at Washington. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, August 15.—A gentleman 
who arrived here Saturday evening from Buc- 
touche, a small village on the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence shore of New Brunswick, tells a start- 

ng and sensational story, calculated to make 
a: blood boll in every American citizen’s 
heart. He says that a fishing schooner belong- 
ing to the United States has been sunk by 
a shot from one of the Canadian cruisers, 
and that all on board were lost. 
The statement appears incredible, but the re- 
liability of the person who communicates it 
can be depended upon. This gentleman has 
been spending some time in Buctouche, and 
is well acquainted with the inbabitants, but 
bas no interest whatever in fishing matters, 
and can have no possible reason for repeating 
astory which he knows to be false. 

He states that one night about eight days 
ago, while sleeping in a House in the village, 
himself and his wife were awakened by two 
loud reports. They heard nothing further, 
and concluding that the noise was merely 
peals of thunder, went tosleep. In the morn- 
ing they were told that they had heard the re- 
ports of two cannon shots, which were fired 
from a cruiser in pursuit of 

AN AMERICAN FISHING SCHOONER. 
The second shot struck one of the schooner’s 
masts, which fell with thesailsand turned 
the schooner completely over on her side, 
when she filled and sank immediately. Every 
man on board went down, there not being 
given a minute’s time to launch a boat. The 
affair he states, was witnessed by a couple of 
Buctouche fishermen who were off the shore 
in a row. boat and who carried the news home. 

After seeing the terrible result of her shots, 
the craiser put to sea und was soon lost in the 
night. There was nostorm during the night, 
sothatthe noise heard on shore could not 
have been caused by thunder. The reports 
were heard by nearly everybody in the vil- 
lage, who, in spite of their being short and 
sharp, at the moment attributed them to 
thunder. The gentleman relating this ter- 
rible affair says that every effort is being 
made to keep it quiet. 

There is no doubt, however, about the re- 
ports being heard and that there was no 
storm, The object of the authorities in sup- 
pressing news of such a kind foras long a 
time as possible can readily be understood, 
but, if true, the facts must come out, as it 
would be really impossible to keep every man 
on board the cruiser from telling something of 
the story as soon as he reaches port. If 
it transpires that an American vessel and 
her crew have been sunk in this manner, 
very grave complications will ensue. The 
number of lives lost would probably be from 
twelve to fifteen, possibly two or three more. 
Why the report did not come from Buctoucke 
sooner is explained by the fact that it is an 
isolated place. 

DON’T BELIEVE IT. 

The Department of Fisheries have no infor- 

mation as tothe alleged sinking of an Amer- 


loan fishing schooner, with the loss of her en- 


tire crew, off Buchtouche, New Brunswick, 
and express entire disbelief in the genuine- 
ness of the report to that effect, as published 
in the United States. 

A CANAED. 

MONTREAL, August 15.—A dispatch from Ot- 
tawa says the Fishery Department has no 
information regarding the story of the sink- 
ing of an American fisherman by a Canadian 
cruiser. The story is completely discred- 
ited here and looked upon as a canard 
pure andsimple. Had any such trouble oc- 
curred the department would have been im- 
mediately notified, as is always done, within 
twelve hours in case of seizures. Telegrams 
received from the Minister of Fisheries show 
that the Americans are not violating the Can- 
adian regulations, and that he anticipates that 
by next year poaching will be almost un- 
known. 


The Report Discredited. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., August 15.—The Depart- 
ment of State has no confirmation of the story 
concerning the sinking of an American fishing 
vessel by a Canadian cruiser and the report is 
discredited.

DEAD ON THE TRACK, 


BUT THE POLICE THOUGHT IT WAS A MYS- 
TERIOUS MURDER. 


— 


Christian Nalie, a French Stone- Breaker, 
Furnishes the Police With Some Work in 
the Manner of His Death—A Former 
Friend in the Lock-Up on Suspicien—A 
Queer Story and the Explanation. 


At 4:45 p. m. Saturday, Christian Nalie, a 
Frenchman living at Cheltenham, was found 
lying on the tracks of the Missouri Pacific road 
near Clifton Heights station. He was considera- 
bly bruised, and it was supposed that while 
waiking along the track he was struck by an 
east - bound train which had passed some time 
previous. The man was taken to Cheltenham 
in a wagon, and sent from there to 


the City Hospital in an ambulance. 
He died at the hospital at 9:35 
Pp. m. Nalie had bruises about 


the forehead and right shoulder, and his ribs 
on the left side from the fourth or fifth rib 


down were all fractured. 

The police have since received information 
that leads them to believe that it is a case of 
homicide instead of an accident. Officer Ken- 
nedy learned thatashort time before Nalie 
was found he had quarreled with another 
Frenchman, named Peter Jacqual, and that 
the latter had beat Nalie over the head and 
body with a shovel. Further investigation led 
the officer to believe that the man had not 
been struck by any train at all, as no 
one had geen such an accident, and 


the theory had only b formed because he 
was found on the track, and at the time there 
was no other way of accounting for the man 8 
injuries. Atthe City — 4 — nothing could 
be ascertained from Nalie how he came by his 
injuries, he refusing to say anything. Jacqual 
was arrested by Officer Kennedy, and is 
NOW IN THE HOLDOVER 

at the Four Courts awaiting the result of the 
Ooroner’s inquest. A port-mortem examina- 
tion was held on the body to-day and the in- 

nest will be held to-morrow. Nalie was a 

renchman, 55 years of age, and had lived in 
this city three years. He was a widower and 
had a young son here, who works 
for another man, and adoy and gir! in France. 
By occupation Nalie was a macadam breaker. 

Jacqual is another Frenchman and speaks 
very little English. When asked about the 
trouble between himself and Nalie, he said: 
„We roomed together at Leonhardt’s in Chel- 
tenham and some time ago used to work 
together, He has not been working snag 
though, but has been drunk all the time. 
have been working at Bambrick’s and fin. 
ished my job Saturday, but had secured 
another piece of work breaking macadam 
that would keep me engaged for 
two orthree months. He has been after me to 
give him half of this new job, but I would not 
as I thought I needeaithe work. This angered 
him and last Saturday when he called where I 
was working he again asked me for half of the 
job and when 

I STILL REFUSED 
he abused and cursed me, calling me the vilest 
names. He aleo said he would kill me in our 
room that night. Then he rushed at me with 
a shovel and cut my neck andI picked up an- 
other shovei and struck him with it. bat 
I was done in self-defense, 
He was 4 much larger man 
than me, and could have killed me that night 
in our room if he attempted to carry out his 
threat. Thetrouble between us took place 
about ten minutes past 4 o’clock Saturday, 
and he was afterw found onthe track. A 
train may have come along and killed him. I 
don't know. What I did, though, was done 
in selt-detense. 
LATER INFORMATION. 

Information received this afternoon showed 
the Nalie case to be merely a railroad accident 
and not ahomicide. The engineer and crew 
of a Missouri Pacific freight train called at the 
Coroner’s office and stated that about 5 o’ clock 
last Saturday evening, as they were coming to 
the city they saw Nalie walking along the 
track iu front ot the train. They whistled at 
him to get out of the way, but he paid no at- 
tention to it and was struck in the body by the 
locomotive. Dr. Bilokhahn’s post-mortem ex- 
amination shows that the man died of these 
injuries, and not from the biow of the 
shovel inflicted by Jacqual. Nine ribs were 
fractured and his liver, spleen and kidneys 
badly injured. The blow with tue shovel 
merely produced a scalp wound. The Coro- 
ner will endeavor to ascertain whether the 
man when struck by the train was stupefied 
from liquor or from the effects of the blow he 
received with the shovel.

THE SPRINKLING CONTRACT FOR THE FIRST 
DISTRICT RECEIVED AND AWARDED. 


The Board of Public Improvements Con- 
cludes to Lay the Dust in Carondelet—An 
Extreme Case of Depravity in a Young 
Girl—House of Refuge Commitments 
City Hall News and Notes. 


The Board of Public Improvements met to- 
day in special session for the purpose of re- 
ceiving bids on the thirty tons of water pipe 
and fifty-five tons of special castings for the 
Water Department. The Street Commissioner 
submitted the following proposition: That the 
Board reconsider its vote of July 8. 
by which the bid of J.C. Terry on the con- 
tract for the work of sprinkling the streets in 
the First District be neglected. The amount 
of the did on that day was $587 per month. 
Now the streets tobe sprinkled in the First 
District comprise 5.89 miles, and calculating on 
this basis Mr. Terry's bid would come within 
the ordained limit, namely, $100. In view of 
this fact it was recommended that the vote by 
which the bid was rejected be reconsidered, 
and that the bid be accepted. In favor of 
this action argument was advanced that none 
of the contractors seemed willing to do the 
work atany reasonable price, and that if the 
people of Carondelet were not to be de- 
nied the luxury of cool and dustless streets, 
the best course to be pursued would be the 
acceptance of the bid, and the awarding of 
the contract to Mr. Terry. The 
Board was divided on the sub- 
ject Messrs Holman and McMath being 


opposed toit onthe ground that such at - 
ceedings were irregular, and Messrs. ad, 
Murphy and Klemm being in_favor of the 
action despite its reguiarity. When the roll 
was called the vote went lu the manner indi- 
cated above, the motion to reconsider being 
carried.

The Board then opened bids on the contracts 
for water-pipe and special castings for the 
water department. The only bidder was the 
Shickle, Harrison & Howard Iron Company, 
who bid $39 a ton for the water-pipe and $55 a 
ton for tne special castings. The contract for 
this work will be awarded to-morrow. Water 
Commissioner Holman said that the Shickle, 
Harrison & Howard Company was the only 
foundry in the country outside one in Louis- 
ville and one in Phiiadelphia which could bid 
onthis work. A confidential bid was received 
from the Philadelphia foundry offering to fur- 
nish the water-pipe for $48 per ton. The home 
foundry bid only $38.

— 


—A Revolutionary Retrospect—A Spot 
Made Sacred by Heroic Deeds. 


Correspondence of the New York Times, 

What memories arise at the sight of Ti- 
conderoga! This place has been aptly de- 
scribed as without assimilation to any- 
thing in America, and exhibiting the ap- 
pearance of an ancient castie of Europe 
enveloped in the mistof ages and sur- 
rounded with the associations of centu- 
ries.”” This is the place around which 
cluster the memories of Vandreni, Mont- 
calm, Delaplace and unfortunate Arthur 
St. Clair. Hereat a later day came Ethan 
Allen and Benedict Arnold to demand the 
keys of the British commander. The 
fort was a part of the British plan to kee 
back the French from invasion of English 
territory to the southward. 

The first works on the site of the pres- 
ent old fort at Ticonderoga were erected 
in 1750. In 1751 the Christian and Mohawk 
forces of Maj. Schuyler united here and 
advanced to their defeat at La Prairie. 
Baron Dieskan occupied it in 754, and 
Montcalm, with a large French army. 
stopped here in 1755 and built the exten- 


May 10, 1775, the fort was surprised and 
captured by eighty-five New England 
men, commanded by Ethan Allen and 
Benedict Arnold. Vast supplies of am- 
munition and 174 cannon were taken, and 
forty-eight soldiers under Capt. Delaplace 
laid down their arms. In 1777 Gen. St. 
Clair held the fort with 8,440 men and forty- 
seven fortress cannon, but Burgoyne, hav- 
ing advanced from Canada, succeeded in 
rendering the fort untenable by the bom- 
bardment from Mount Defiance. St. 
Clair evacuated the fort; his army was 
pees and the rear guard attacked and 

efeated at Hubbardton. The English 
also took the artillery and stores at 
Whitehall, with 200 bateaux and the rem- 
nant of Arnold’s fleet. Ten weeks later 
the outworks of Fort Ticonderoga, 200 
bateaux, a war vessel, 5cannon, and 293 
prisoners were captured by 1,000 New

England troops, under Col. Brown, 
and 100 American prisoners liber- 
ated. The fort was dismantled a 


few weeks later, andin 1780 was reoccu- 
— by Gen. Haldimand with troops from 
Montreal. Not a sound of military arms 
has been heard at Ticonderoga since that 
day. Indeed, avery peaceful kind of a 
railroad tunnel penetrates the very 
ground on which the hardest fighting was 
done, such fighting having been in every 
case some distance from the fortress. 
A few hundred yards from the fort to- 
ward the interior is a large pine 
board on which is painted the follow- 
ing: ‘‘Abercombie’s defeat by Mont- 
calm, 20th of July, 1758. Fifteen 
thousand English opposed Ly 4,000 French. 
British losses 2,000. Surely, in the lan- 
guage of Little Peterkin, ‘it was a famous 
victory.“ This was a very costly victory 
for Montcalm; for during the following 
winter the English colonies became thor- 
oughly aroused to the danger of French 
supremacy, and poy so thoroughly or- 
ganized themselves that, in the summer 
of the next year, the whole of Canada fell 
an easy prey to the armies of the English. 
Just before his death ex-Gov. Horatio

As it stands, the old fort 
is said to be not only a monument of En- 
glish folly, but also of the cupidity of a 
certain family in New York City, which 
burned and marketed the walls in the 
form of quick lime. It is certain that the 
walls have been taken away and it is cer- 
tain that they do make very good lime.

Laloche River to Lake Waswanipi. The 
return trip was made by the same route 
as far as Lake Waswanipi,to the Mekiskan 
River and the upper waters of the St. 
Maurice; thence through various lakes, 
Lake Long. Lake Coucoucahche and oth- 
ers, to the Grand Piles. This involved a 
trip of 1,700 miles, mostly by water in bark 
canoes, occupying two months and six 
days, and 1,172 miles being traveled by 
canoe. The carmen were from an arpent 
to four miles long, and their were 157 of 
them. The party slept for* fifty nights in 
tents or Indian huts. Thirty-five infant 
baptisms, five adult baptisms, sixteen 
marriages, 572 communions and 458 con- 
firmations were solemnized.

The Rev. Dr. William Norwood, one of 
the oldest and best known preachers in 
the Episcopal Church, died this morning 
at his residence in this city, in the eighty- 
first year of his age.

Sometime afterward he met 
Dr. Norwood again and told him that he 
had been ——- deeply over the subject 
about the Federal Government paying the 
Southern people for their slaves, aud had 
come to the conclusion that Dr. ‘Norwood 
was right.

Creed and Morality in Prussia. 


From the Pall Mall Gazette. 
The statistics just published by the 
Royal Satistical Bureau in Berlin respect- 
ing births in Prussia during the year 1885 
point to interesting conclusions. It ap- 
ears that the total number of children 
— during the year was 1,108,509, and of 
these 1,017,296, or 91.77 per cent, were 
legitimate, and 91,213, or 8.28 per cent, il- 
legitimate births. According to the 
religious confession of the mother, 
699,047, or 63.06 per cent, were 
Protestant; 397,031, or 35.82 er 
cent, Catholic; 2,121, or .19 per cent, be- 
longed to other Christian. creeds, and 
10.310, or .93 per cent, were Hebrew. Of 
the Protestant children born. 632,883, or 
90.54 per cent were legitimate and 66,164, 
or 9.46 per cent, illegitimate; of the Cath- 
olic children, 372,301, or 93.77 per cent, 
were legitimate, and 24,730, or 6.23 1 
cent, illegitimate; of Christians of other 
creeds, 2,061, or 97.17 per cent, were legit- 
imate, and 60, or 2. p= cent, ee. 
mate, and of Hebrews, 10,051, or 97.47 per 
cent, were legitimate, and 25.9, or 2.61 per 
cent, illegitimate. Thus the illegitimate 
births among the Jews were only a fourth 
of those among the Christians, and those 
among the Catholics were a third less than 
among the other Christians, going by per- 
centages.

The latest figures from the Kentucky elec- 
tion, which are nearly complete, indicate that 
the first explanation of the fall in the Demo- 
cratic majority—confidence and consequent 
failure to come to the polls—was not the true 
one. The vote was unprecedentedly large, 
about 9,000 larger than at the Presidential 
election in 188. The Democratic vote fell off 
about 7,500 and the Republican vote was in- 
creased by about the same amount, while the 
Labor and Prohibition vote show an increase 
of 8,000 and more over the Prohibition and 
Greenback votes of 1884. It is assumed by the 
Louisville Courier-Journal that the lost Demo- 
cratic votes went to the Labor and Prohibition 
candidates, but this leaves unexplained the 
Republican gain. It is impossible to trace the 
changes that took place and not easy to ex- 
plain them. Probably many different causes 
operated, and among them the traditional 
Bourbonism of Kentucky Democracy.

AN AMERICAN JOURNALIST'S INTERVIEW 
WITH THE DISTINGUISHED PRELATE. 


The Archbishop’s Residence at Westminster 
—A Gloomy Exterior and Cheerful In- 
terlor—Personal Appearance and Man- 
ners of the Cardinal—A Priest, Diplomat 
and Statesman. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
publishes the following letter from . 0. 
Crawford, under date of August 4: I saw 
Cardinal Manning the other day atthe Arch- 
bishop’s house, Westminster. I wrote hima 
note asking for the pleasure of an interview, 
and received a prompt reply by return of post. 
The Archbishop’s house is a black stone build- 
ing between Victoria street, where the United 
States Legation is, and the river. The ex- 
terior of the building does not suggest the 
character of the place, and looks like a great 
gloomy wholesale storehouse. Inside its black 1 
forbidding portais you find light, excessive 
cleanliness, beautifully arranged rooms 
and the atmosphere representative of 
quiet which belongs to every 
well managed public building. The messenger 
at the door showed meintoalarge ante-room 
below, and then a moment after I was taken 
upstairs to the ante -· room adjoining the Car- 
amal 's private reception chamber. This room 
is very long and wide, with very high ceilings. 
The windows were so broad and high as to 
leave very little of the outside wall. The cell- 
ings are white, the walls are neutral in tint, 
while the floor is dark and polished, covered 
with rugs. Around the room hang numerous 
pictures of the saints and of various 
Biblical subjects. There are also in 
the room a number of book-cases 
filled with vooks. Scattered around the 
room are anumber of handsome old-fashioned 
chairs, some in plain mahogany and leather, 
others in French gilt and red tapestry. In the 
center is a round table covered with a dark red 
cloth, upon which lie books written upon the 
subjects of art, religion and church architec- 
ture. In the center is a beautiful bronze figure 
of the Virgin Mary, cast from metal of the 
bronze cannon captured during the Crimean 
war. The dignified,solemn servant left me here 
in this room, and within five minutes the black 
doors of the private room on the left opened 
and there entered, not his servant, but the 
Cardinal himself. He invited me to walk into 
his private library. 
THE CARDINAL. 

The Cardinal is verytail. He isover six 
feet in height. Heisveryslender. Advanc- 
ing age has rounded slightly his shoulders. 
He wore the long black cassock of the priest. 
It was trimmed with red, the buttons down 
the front were alsored. As he walked crim- 
son stockings showed above his low-cut shoes 
from under his black fowing skirt. Walking 
with along stride to the hard leather, high- 
backed chair near the table, the Cardinal mo- 
tioned me to a chair near him and then 
turned. As he sat there he presented a most 
interesting and picturesque appearance. The 
pose, dress and positive character of this dis- 
tinguished prelate of the Roman Catholic 
Church would have made a picture painted as 
he sat in the soft light from the window. His 
dark red cardinal’s cap was brought forward 
and slightly over one ear, giving Dima rather 
dashing appearance. His aristocratic features 
and long, white hands indicated a man of the 
highest intellectual and aristocratic type. His 
face is particularly gentle and kindly in its ex- 
pression. His forehead is broad and high. 
His eyes are dark g , well sunken under 
projectin 6-brows. is nose is a fierce, 
aristocratic Roman. His face isjquite angular, 
and is, of course, smooth ‘shaven. His eheek 
bones are high, with a large depressionin the 
hollow ofthe chin. His mouth is thin lipped 
and straight. His chin is inted, projecting 
and most positive in its lines. His neck is

A LONG GOLD CHAIN, 
He twisted in bis hands a pair ot steel-bowed 
eye-giasses as he talked about the 
policy of the Church, its relations to 
the labor question and all of the 
subjects which I have already furnished ina 
report ay cable. He — with the greatest 
deliberation, enuncia with the greatest 
distinction every word. is voice was at no 
time raised above the ordinary tone. It was 
the easy, gracious talk of a man of the world 
of the highest ciass. There was a gentieness 
and simplicity of bearing in his manner which 
were most pre essing. When the conversa- 
tion was finished he extended to me his hand 
and said that at any time if the WORLD desired 
any information from him concerning the 
Church or its — so far as it was 
known to him, he woul be glad at all times 
to furnish such information. He was very 
much interested in the United States and in 
the problems which are yet to be solved there. 
He believes fully in the daylight of public dis- 
cussion, and is in no sympathy with the pub- 
lic men who pursue their ends through secret 
and devious ways. He argues that what is 
kept hidden is not good, and, therefore, how- 
ever good objects sought to be accomplished 
by secret societies may be they are more than 
counterbalanced by the evilof the system of 
secrecy. The private library isa beautiful 
room and about half as large as the ante- 
room. Itis lined with old booksfrom the 
ceiling to the floor. Some ofthese books are 
pricéless in value. It is a wonderful library of 
reference and of historical association. There 
is a simplicity and dignity about the surround- 
ings of the Cardinal more impressive than the 
more formal systems of ceremony to be found 
in any of the houses of royalty in England. 
A STATESMANLIKD PRIEST. 

The Cardinal looks more like a statesman 
than a priest. He had an appearance of force 
and of power of a mostuncommon kind. He 
looks like a leader of men. There was some- 
thing of the military air In his resolute, quick 
decisive way of disposing of matters presen 
to him. The man who reaches a high position 
inthe compact military organization of the 
Catholic Church must of necessity be a man 
of ability and character.

Thereferee gave the word a few 
minutes after6o’clock in the evening, and 
Teemer, having won the coin toss, chose the 
smoother course. It was spurt and spurt over 
the whole course. The speediest stroke of 
the race was near the finish, when Hanlan 
rose to thirty-seven to the minute, but the 
McKeesport wan held his distance 
something over @ length at thirty-six. 
When theqnen crossed the line Teemer was a 
length anda half to the front of his man and 
won with ease. 

This victory of Teemer helps to complicate 
the situation among American oarsmen a 
trie.

Something of the Performances of a Great 
Race Horse. 


From the Turt, Field and Farm. 

Perhaps one of the most remarkable horses 
the American turf can boast of is the bay geld- 
ing familiarly known as ‘‘Oid Barnum,’’ who, 
though he has had a checkered career of five 
seasons on the turf, seems, like wine, to im- 
prove with age. Barnum was foaled in 1879, 
in Tennessee, and is a son of the great Bonnie 
Scotland and Charlotte Thompson, by Mickey 


Free, out of Ada Tevis by imp. Albion. 
He made his debut as a 43-year-old in 
Mr. Milton Young’s colors, and being 
unsuccessful, he passed into the hands 
of his tebe owner, II. WoOod- 
ford, who h 


as campaigned him hard and lon 
for every season since then. As a 4-year-old 
he ran thirty-eight races and won three, 
among them one and one-quarter miles in 
2:l3 and one and one-half miles in 2:39%2. In 
1884, when a 5-year-old, his star began to 
brighten, and out of thirteen races he secured 
brackets in seven, and beat good horses at 
various distances from three-quarter mile 
beats to twoand one-quarter miles. Among 
his winnings that season was the Louisville 
cup, two and one-quarter miles, in 4:07, beat- 
ing a good field, among them Harry Gilmore, 
April Fool and Wallansee. In 1885 he started 
in forty-three races and won twenty-one, 
among which were the — cup at Brighton 
after a dead heat with Fosteral, the 
Autumnal Handicap at Washington, Ii miles, 
in 2:39; a handicap at Brighton, 1% miles, in 
2786, and a mile in 142. In 1886, then 7, he 
ran in forty-four races, of which he won 
twenty-four. Among his winnings were the 
Engeman Memorial, I miles. In the Coney 
Island cup he ran a dead heat with Miss Wood- 
ford, 1% miles, in 3:07%. Won the Parnell 
Stakes, Kings County cup, 2 miles, in 3:41; the 
ror cup, 1% miles, in 3:08%; a dash of 1 mile 
in 1:47%, carrying 1387 . the Inaugural 
Handicap of the Brooklyn Jockey Club, 1% 
miles, in 2:12%, beating a large field, in which 
were Burch, Housatonic, Ferona, Jim Gray, Hi- 
aod Favor.

OLD PUINT COMFORT. 


A Gilbert and Sullwan Municipality—Nor- 
folk and Virginia Beach. 


Bpecial Correspondence of the POsT-DISPATCH. 

OLD Porst COMFORT, Va., August 12.—Old 
Point Comfort is surely the happiest island in 
the United States as far as municipal arrange- 
ments are concerned. Is it possible that the 
reason ofite not being largely frequented by 
St. Louisans is to be found in the deplorabie 
fact that there are no mass-meetings, no 
elections, no boodle, no Jay Gould schemes? 


It is a kind of Pooh-Bah Mikado business. 
The ‘‘Mikado’’ is, of course, the Colonel 
commanding the fort, who is Mayor, Com- 
mander, Justice, Appellate Court, etc. His 
high executioner isa very pleasant although 
fiercely moustached gent in blue coat, white 
pants, and the insignia of an 
artillery sergeant, with a slim 
switch in his right hand and an enormous re- 
volver at his buck. He is the police of this 
place. Last Sunday morning I happened to 
see him in his active official capacity. He sur- 
rounded three rather boozy and loud indi- 
viduals, whom, with ve unexpectedly 
humane manner, he worked off to their re- 
= ing abodes,returning to his beatin a very 
short time. 

The kaleidoscope of visitors continues— 
— bag two hundred arrive and a similar 
number depart to all 3 of the compass. 

The trip to Norfolk and Virginia Beach is 

leasant and the excursion rates are ridicu- 
ously low. Norfolk is a very lively city of 
about 40,000 inhabitants, with extensive fac- 
tories. It is a great coaling station, has a sur- 
prisingly large number of banks and very 
offensive docks, where the water seems to be 
a mixture of brown mud 
rinds. 

Virginia Bay seems to meat present an ex- 
periment—bold bathers find delight in an 
eight-foot surf, but there are not many of 
them just now. 

Portsmouth has more business than one 
would suspect. The Gosport navy yards are 
imposing by their extensive grounds, but one 
may be tempted to ask with the Siamese 
Princes, ‘‘Whereis any sign of navy?’’ 

At no time during my stay here has the sea 
behaved in amanner disagreeable to people 
with weak sea legs.

EDGERTON’S ELOQUENCE. 


How It Secured Assistant-Engineer Stahl 
an Excellent Appointment,

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 15.—A droll story, 
but one highly illustrative of Secretary Whit- 
ney’s sagacity and foresight, istold in naval 
circles here. About a year ago Albert W.

GLOOM AND DESPAIR. 


THE LABRADOR FISHING SEASON PROVES 
AN UTTER FAILURE. 


Nearly 2,000 Vessels Returning Home Witha 
Few Quintals of Figsh—Starvation in Store 
for the Fishery Colonies—Government 
Aid Again Required. : 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

Sr. JonNs, Newfoundland, August 15.—The 
news of the utter failure of the Labrador fish- 
eries received to-day confirms the worst fears 
of the people. The alarming report is re- 
ceived that 1,000 vessels are coming back 
clean, and that the remaining 500 craft have 
only a few quintals of fisheach. This is the 
most disastrous thing that could happen to 
the fishing colonies here, which depend en- 
tirely upon the yield of the ocean for their 
existence. The news hus produced an 
indescribable feeling of gioom and despair. 
For months the hopes ofthe people of this 
colony have been centred on Labrador, and 
now Newfoundland's one industry is miss- 
ing. While the population has been rapidly 
increasing, the fisheries have for some years 
been going from bad to worse with startling 
rapidity. Within three years the value of our 
exports (nineteen-twentieths fish) have de- 
clined $2,200,000, while the value of the im- 
ports shows a falling off ot $8,111,000 and the 
revenue is proportionately decreased. 
During the same period the expenditure 
has rapidly increased, owing to large Govern- 
ment appropriations to keep the people from 
absolute starvation. The public debt has 
doubled within three brief years. Last year 
the Labrador and Newfoundland shore fisher- 
les were failures. The direst distress, conse- 
quently, prevailed last winter and thousands 
of people were only saved from perishing by 
Government support. As it was, there was 
terrible suffering and 

MANY DEATHS FROM STARVATION. 

There has been a wholesale exodus of New- 
foundianders this year. Colonies of fisher- 
men have gonetothe Pacific coast to begin 
life anew in the rich fisheries reported there. 
Those who could gather together enough 
money to get away have gone, and every out- 
going steamer during the season has been 80 
crowded that frequently would-be passengers 
have been left behind. The people who re- 


mained concluded things could not pos- 
sibly be worse, and that a turn in the tide 
mustcome after such a succession of dis- 
asters. The bank codfisheries were more 
largely N than ever, and are pr 
successful, but the shore fisheries opened wit 
ominous misgivinys of failure. For the first 
month there were such enormous quantities of 
ice along the coast that practically noth- 
ing wasdone. A wail of agonized distress 
came up from the starving people all along a 
thousand miles of coast. They could not only 
not get a fish themselves, but they could not 
sell their baitto French and American fish- 
ermen who were waiting to buy. Then came 
the terrible drought, two months without rain, 
during which the few crops that are grown in 
patches along the shore were shriveled up. 
Tue shore fisheries continued poor, and hop- 
ing against hope, the people turned 
LONGING BYES TO LABRADOR. 
Thirty thousand people go from Newfoundland 
to Labrador ever spring tofish. They go down 
in small craft, whole families, and live a semi- 
civilized life on hard-tack and rock cod dur- 
ing the summer, each small schooner having 
fifteen to twenty men and women, indis- 
criminately mixed together in the most bar- 
barous manner. Fully 20,000 4 are de- 
pendent upon the success of those who go 
there to fish. These people get in debt for 
their supplies and depend solely upon their 
season’s work to pay for supplies and keep 
them through the long and bitter win- 
ter. Five hundred quintals per vessel 
is a fair catch. That gives those engaged in 
it a bare existence. Last year the catch 
averaged less than 200 quintals and there was 
starvation all along the coast. The whole 
hope of the people, consequently, depended 
upon this year’s catch. As late as July 24, the 
steamer Mary Glover could not get further 
north than Cape Harrison, owing to the jam of 
ice extending from the Ragged Islands north- 
ward. Afew green fish catchers managed to 
et down, but no fish were running at gged 
slands or Cape Harrison. Ice is still hanging 
aboutand nothing of any consequence has 
been done. There are no fish at Georges 
Island, Tub Harbor, Indian Island, Packs 
Harbor, Independent or Long Isiand. 
A MISERABLE FAILURE. 

The men are doing fairly from Grady to Bat- 
teau, but from that up the fishery is a miser- 
able failure. Cape Harrison, where the ice 
prevents the passage of craft, is between the 
east entrance of the Strait of Belle Isle 
and — 9 Mugford. Between Harrison and 
Mugford the fishing stations are numerous 
and important. Below Mugford they are few 
la number. The locality where the fishery is 
reported fair (from Grady to Batteau) takes 
in comparatively smail portions of the coast. 
The rest of the vast shore-line of Labrador, ex- 
cepting the Strait of Kelle Isle, was to July 
20 barren of results. Still the papers 
urged the people not to give way to despair, 
but to hope for good results from Labrador. 
The last report bas new come to hand and 
with it the last hope of the people has passed. 
The Northern Labrador fisheries are a total 
failure. Even the straits of Belle Isle fisheries 
yield less than last year, while from Capu Race 
northward, the fishery is such an utter failure 
that it will not average five quintals per man. 
The outlook for the coming winter is con- 
sequently worse than it was last year, while 
from present appearances nothing but trans 
portation tothe United States or Canada or 
subsistence at the entire support of the Gov- 
ernment willsave the whole resident popu- 
— ot Labrador trom slowly starving to 

eath.

GABRIEL’S CHAPEL.

yg Prong om August 15.—Mrs, Cleveland 
has again determined to prolong her stay here. 
It was expected she would leave Marion on 
Tuesday, but itis now probable her departure 
will be deferred until the latter part of this 
week at least. A week ago yesterday Mrs. 
Cleveland and party had attended divine wor- 
ship at the Congregational Charch, but yester- 
day it was arranged that she should be present 
at the morning services in the little Episcopal 
chapel, of which Rev. Mr. Tompkins, Assist- 
ant Rector at Calvary Church, New York, is 
the officiating clergywan during the sum- 
mer season. It would be diffi- 
cult to conceive of a more quaintly 
picturesque little edifice thaa this same St. 
Gabriel’s Chapel, as it is prettily called. It 
sets a little back from the roadway, surroun4- 
ed by lofty elms that bend vrotectingly over 
the tiny structure as if to shield it from the 
storms of the outer rid. The grass, min- 
gled with fragrant wild flowers, has grown 
close up around its wooden walls. The whole 
building is not larger than 18x30 feet, and ac- 
commodates comfortably about fifty persons. 
The preliminary exercises had been pretty 
well finished yesterday when Mrs. Cleveland 
arrived. She was unavoidably lute, but was 
at once ushered to a seat in the front row of 
chairs. She was accompanied by her mother, 
Mrs. Folsom, Gen. and Mrs. Greely, and the 
two dainty little maids, who will soon 
be known as the Misses Greely.
